A SCANDAL which rocked the 

country in the mauve decade 
is brought once more into the 
light as Oberlin M. Cartcr, now 
seventy-nine, steps out to an- 
nounce a finish fight for vindica- 
tion in a case Which put him in 
Leavenworth four years.

One of the chicf reasons why 
his case caused such an uproar in 
the nineties was Carter’s back- 
ground. He had been a brilliant 
student at West Point and became 
the son-in-law of R. F. Westcott. 
wealthy New Yorker. Carter had 
a egteat flair for the wearing of 
clothes and the social graces, so 
that when he was assigned to 
Savannah as supervisor of river 
and harbor reclamation work the 
social greats of that city went wild 
over him, 

It is said he changed his 
five times a day; in succession, a 
morning suit, a hicycle suit at 
noon, a driving coat, a riding hab- 
it. and then evening clothes for 
dimmer. The ladies made a great 
to-do about his manners and 
dress. Carter was really having a 
good time. 

His social prowess came to the 
attention of the Federal Adminis- 
tration, however, and this started 
his downfall. Ee was appointed 
military attache to the London 
Embassy. Before he left, his suc- 
cessor, ePusty old Commander E. 
Gilctte, was already in office. 

Carter made a great fuss over 
the Commander, offering his 
home in Savannah rent free and 
wanting to do him some great fa- 
vor. After Carter left, Gilette was 
puzzled .over this unexpected 
friendship. He went over the rec- 
ords of the office and, finding rec- 
ord of’ a long retaining wall as 
built and paid for, went out to in- 
vestigate. He couldn’t find the 
wall,’ He finally reported that 
some $7,000,000 worth of work 
could be found only on the maps.

Moving, painting, 
housecleening and planting bulbs 
in your parden for spring bloom-°' 
ing are sure to leave your hands 
rough and dry. Even such light- 
sounding tasks as cleaning out 
clothes closets and = rearranging 
the books in their shelves leave 


their marks. 

Nails are ant to be broken. Hur- 
ried and none-too-thorough wash- 
ing and drvinge cause hanynails 
and make the shin so red and 
coarse you Fase PoP ate Can ever 
ba improved. Don't worry, it can. 
but do not delay in getting about 
your reconditioning treatments. 

More thorough, but less fre- 
quent, scrubbing is the first rule 
Get a pure, bland soap and a hand 
brush that is not teo stiff. Use 
them virorously at least once a 
day. paying special attention to 
the cuticles, nail tips and knuckles. 
Rinse as carefully as you scrub, 
then dry thor- 
oughly and 
Tmassage your 
hands with a 
whitening, soft- 
ening lotion or 
cream. 

Much hand 
washing can be 
eliminated if 
you will learn 
to wear gloves 
when you ge 
about house- 
work, Not 
heavy rubber 
gloves, but loose canvas ones that 
you can pul! on when you dust, 
sweep und move the furniture. 
Rubber gloves are useful, too, 
especially when you do such grub- 
by tasks as washing windows or 
serubbing. 

Any cfective hand beautifuying 
program begins with a good mani- 
cure. If yeur nails are broken and 
cuticles ragged, or if your nails 
have.a tendency to split about 
this time of the year, try an oil 
manicure. Follow your regular 
plan for a manicure — removing 
old polish, filing and = shapiag, 
cleansing, soaking and working 
back the cuticles. 

Then soak the hands in hot ol- 
ive oil or a specially blended oil, 
massaging thoroughly to work the 
oil into your rough, ary skin. 
Next cut a strip from a roll of ab- 
sorbent cotton and split into thin 
layers. Saturate these with warm 
oil and wrap around each finger- 
tip and the thumbs. You can’t do 
much during this operation, so 
vou mieht rest your hands on a 
towel while you daydream, or you 
might go so far as to take a beauty 
nap. The longer the oil-soaked 
eotton thimbles remain on your 
1ingertips the greater the benefits. 

After this the hands are washed 
in warm soapy water, dried thor- 
oughly and your nail polish ap- 
pled. When the polish is thor- 
oughly dry, more cuticle oil may 
be worked around the cuticles and 
under the nail tips—only as much 
as is readily absorbed—then the 
hands massaged with a good hand 
lotion or balm, If you wish to be 
extra nice to your hands follow 
this hot oil treatment once a week.

Hot Liver Sandwiches 

Put cooked liver through a food 
chopper, season well with sait and 
pepper and a erating of onion if 
it is liked. Moisten cnough to 
spread smoothly with meat broth 
or milk. Spread on buttered hot 
toast, cover with thin slices of 
tomato and bacon and broil until 
the tomato and bacon are cookcd. 
Serve at once. 

Walnut Cookies 

Cream together 1145 cups sugar 
and 12 teaspoon salt and 2 un- 
heaten eggs. Sift 1% teaspoons 
cream of tartar and 1 teaspeon 
soda with 314 cups flour. Add some 
of the flour mixiure to '% cup 
raisir then blend the rest with 
the creamed mixture and '4 cup 
water. When thoroughly mixed 
add the floured raisins. Drop the 
dough in pieces the size of walnuts 
about 3 inches apart on a ereased 
cookie sheet. Sprinkle the tops 
liberally with chopped black wal- 
nuts. Bake in a hot oven about 8 
minutes. This dough may be stored 
in a covered bow! in your refriger- 
ator so that fresh hot cookies may 
be made at a moment's notice. 
This makes 8 dozen cookies. 

Peanut Cookies 

Beat the volks of 2 eges until 
thick and teenie colored. Add fy 
teaspoon salt, 'y cup evaperated 
milk and 1 teaspoon lemon juice 
and blend well. Beat in 2 eups 
confectioner’s sugar a little ata 
time. stir in 4 cuns finely chopped 
peanuts and then fold in the stiff- 
ly beaten whites cf the The 
mixture should be very stiff. Drop 
from a teaspoon onto waxed paper. 
Pake in a moderate oven until 
brown, cool before removing the 
eookies from the paper. This 
Inakes 3 Gozen.
